London, July 8.— While the allies on 
the western front have been handi­ 
capped by heavy rains in the pushing 
of their offensive, the Russians, under 
General Brussiloff, are continuing to 
drive bat a . the Teutonic lines in the 
east. 
Further notable progress has been 
made by the Russians

Volhynia.

In Gaiacia, where General Von Bot li­ 
me! was recently compelled by Rus­ 
sian pressure to fall back to the line 
of the Korotiec, a dozen miles west 
of the Stripa, a new advance of the 
Russians is reported.

German W ar Office Report. 
Bertin, July 8.-—Today’s news from 
the western front throws little light on 
the fighting during the past twenty- 
four hours, but advices show fighting

bitter attacks. 
The British

The 
installation of 5,000 rods of drain tile 
will Justify the purchase of a power- 
driven trenching machine for $1,500, 
p ro vid e the machine can subsequent­ 
ly be sold for one-half its original cost. 
Tho various typos of trenching ma­ 
chines are divided, in Farmers’ Bu l­ 
letin 038, a new publication of the 
department, into four classes: 
( I) 
Plows and scoops. (2) wheel excava­ 
tors, (3) endless-chain excavators, (4) 
.scraper excavators. 
The plows and 
scoops range in price from $18 for a 
simple ditching plow to loosen the dirt 
and make hand shoveling easier, to 
plows costing $800 and fitted with de­ 
vices for lifting out the dirt and trim­ 
ming the trenches. 
The other three 
classes are usually elaborate machines 
costing $1.200 to $6,000, which may not 
he profitable investments for the av­ 
erage farmer who has only/ a small 
amount of draining to Alo. 
However, 
where there is much drainage to be 
done it will be well for the landowner 
to investigate the advisability of pur­ 
chasing some trencher which has a de­ 
tachable tractor. 
When not needed 
for trenching, the tractor may he easily 
separated from the digging apparatus 
and used iii all the ways iii which a 
farm tractor is ordinarily employed. 
Another metlmd of securing the serv­ 
ices of a power machine is for several 
landowners to combine in purchasing 
and using it. 
Three things are required of a good 
trenching machine, namely: 
( I) 
It 
must operate efficiently through vari­ 
ous kinds of soil; (2) it must he cap­ 
able of cutting true to grade; (3) it 
must work for long periods without 
breaking or otherwise getting out of 
order. Probably none of tile plows or 
scoops cuts accurately to grade, and 
some hunt! work is necessary to make 
tile trench smooth for laying the tile 
properly. 
However, their low cost 
makes it profitable to employ them 
on work that would not justify the 
use of more expensive machinery. 
The cost of trenching by machinery 
must include, besides the expense for 
operation and repairs, interest on the 
investment and proper charges for de­ 
preciation of the machine. The inter­ 
est ami depreciation charges are con­ 
tinuous; whether the machine is work­ 
ing or idle. The real difference in cost 
of trenching by machinery and by

im lid is not so great as it is often 
supposed to be. but many times there 
are advantages in having tlie work 
done quickly or in employing only a 
few men instead of a large number. 
The more expensive machines will he 
profitable if the owners can keep them 
busy a large* part of the time.

SHADE IS oREAT NECESSITY 


Astonishing to Note How Many Farm 
ers Fail to Provide Shelter Djr- 
ing Hot Summer Days. 


The necessity for providing shades 
for hogs in summer is overlooked by 
the m ajority of farm ers throughout 
the country. 
It is astonishing to note 
how' many herds of hogs are com­ 
pelled to lay in the sun and suffer dur­ 
ing the summer days. 
If the herd has 
access to an orchard or wood lot they 
w ill not need artificial shade. 
H ow ­ 
ever, if they are confined in open 
lots, they should have sunshades built 
to protect them. A cheap and efficient 
shade can be erected in a few’ hours, 
and at practically no cost, aside from 
the labor. 
A few’ posts, some old 
boards or saplings, and a straw’ or 
hay roof makes an ideal shade. 
It is 
preferable to one of boards, and tin 
straw or hay roof is cooler than on* 
of lumber. 


In building sunshades it is better tc 
build them at the highest point in th* 
field, so that the hogs w ill get the full 
benefit of every breeze. 
Few’ farm ­ 
ers realize the great losses that are 
due directly to overheating, and such 
losses can be guarded against only by 
providing a retreat for the animals 
during the heat 
of 
the day. 
Days 
when the weather Is extremely hot it 
is an excellent plan to sprinkle tin 
soil under the shades w ith water. One 
barrel of water w ill help k e e p down 
the tem perature during the middle ot 
the day.

His note merely offers an opening 
for an amicable arrangement. Noth­

will 
it be until 
there is a guarantee of peace and or­ 
der. 
Carranza was deceived 
by Presi­

peace and avoid armed interference 
with a neighbor. He thought it signi­ 
fied cowardice and a willingness to 
keep peace at any price. 
The presi­ 
dent’s sharp ultimatum, with the mo­ 
bilization of the National Guard, has 
undeceived him. 
He 
finds himself 
confronted with the armed forces of 
the United States, so he changes his 
piping to a peace tune. He has much 
to accomplish before he can be as 
sured of peace. 
The first step is to abandon com­ 
pletely his false position and face the 
facts. He must establish his govern­ 
ment as a controlling force for law 
and order. He must put dowu anar­ 
chy, suppress 
outlawry 
and punish 
the outlaws.

FEAR FOR OPEN DOOR POLICY 


New Russo-Japanese Treaty May 
feet U. S. Interests in China. 
Af- 


Washington, July 8.—Officials of the 
United States government are aw ait­ 
ing fuller information regarding the 
new treaty between Russia and J a ­ 
pan before forming any judgment as 
to whether it will affect the open door 
policy or other American interests in 
the far east. 
While 
the official 
announcement 
m ade in Tokio reveals no feature that 
threatens 
the 
maintenance 
of 
the 
open door or otherwise menaces Amer­ 
ican trade development in the Orient, 
officials are much interested in a ref­ 
erence to tile recognition of “special 
interests in the far east." 
A more definite statem ent on that 
provision is looked for, particularly as 
the interests referred to are described 


in the announcement as those “which 
are recognized by the other contract­ 
ing party.” 
This language, if embodied in the 
treaty, might be construed, 
officials 
believe, as completely excluding the 
United States or any other nation, ex­ 
cept Japan and Russia, from having 
any voice in determining what prop­ 
erly might be regarded as either Jap­ 
anese or Russian special interests in 
China, Mongolia or Manchuria.

Swarms of filthy pestilence-bearing 
flies are with us again in such num­ 
bers as to make life miserable. How 
can we get rid of them? 
According to L. It. H ascii util, of the 
department of entomology of the Fni- 
versPy 
of 
Missouri at Columbia, to 
free ourselves from these unwelcome 
intruders, stables should be cleaned 
out and manure and other rotting ma­ 
terials scattered in the fields. 
This 
should be followed with the destruc­ 
tion of files by the use of baits, traps, 
tanglefoot and swatters 
A few drops 
of formaldehyde in a plat 
of 
milk 
placed out of reach of children is an 
excellent poison bait. 
On the farm a tight nail keg or bar­ 
rel can be used as a convenient fly 
trap, by cutting out a circular opening 
in the bottom to receive a wire cone 
and by remov ing the top and screening 
it so as to furnish light above, toward 
which the flies are attracted when 
they enter the cone below. For further 
light make holes in the side, carefully 
screening them. 
When the trap is 
prepared stand it on lour bricks where 
the flies are most abundant and place 
a plate of attractive bait directly un­ 
derneat Ii the wire funnel. The flies on 
leaving the dish of bait will rise into 
the mouth of the cone and be carried 
up into the trap. 
As further relief 
from the pests, keep the doors and 
windows screened and 
the 
screens 
closed. 
Carrying of germs by houseflies may 
sometimes be exaggerated, 
but 
the 
importance of preventing flies cannot 
he 
overestimated.

know when you may eat food on which 
flies have scattered 
typhoid 
germs.

France, Julv 
8.—“Good for the little fellows,” ex­ 
pressed the feeling of the whole army 
when the “Bantams,” in one of the 
neatest of trench raids, took a ma­ 
chine gun from 
the 
Germans.

commander is prouder of his men than 
commander of the Bantams* no 
thoroughly 
hav* On 
good wishes of the whole army. 
The 
idea of the Bantams, unique among 
the armies of 
Europe, 
was 
Lord 
Kitchener’s. 
lf little men wanted to 
fig >t f°r their country, why shouldn’t 
they? 
Put them in an organization 
by themselves and give them a chance. 
No man over five feet three was 
aerepted. 
Short men who had been 
turned away by recruiting sergeants 
in the early days of the new arm*/ 
formed the first battalion. 
As it was 
a success, others followed. 
At the 
front they were brigaded together: 
and the visitor to a certain portion of 
the lines sees sturdy short-leeged men 
marching along the roads and keeping 
guard in the trenches. 
Many jokes have been passed about 
them. 
It was even 
suggested 
that 
when they w*ent into the trenches 
somebody would have to hold them 
up to the parapet to fire.

bantams answered that Napoleon and 
Lord Roberts were little 
men;
